Characteristics of Tests Used in 
Educational Evaluation of Inmates 




Is General. Tests are used to ascertain the levels of inmate 
Intelligence and education, to determine their aptitudes, interests 
and opinions, and to classify them on the basis of needs and 
desires* 

II* Standardized Tests Used* 

A* The Revised Beta Examination is designed to measure the 
general intellectual ability of persons who are relatively 
illiterate or non-English speaking, or suspected of having 
language difficulties* It may also be used as a non-verbal 
measure for members of the general population. .The examination 
yields an overall estimate of ability which can, be expressed 
either as an IQ or as a percentile. The battery consists ot 
six tests and requires approximately 30 minutes to administer. 

B* Test ot Adult Basic Education. This is a series of adult 
achievement tests in reading, language and mathematics. It is 
available in easy, medium and difficult versions. It is. a 
locator test. that is easy to administer, can be scored quickly, 
and provides achievement scores in the form of grade levels. 
The series used is the 1976 edition which was developed as an 
updated derivative of the 1957 California Achievement Tests. 

C. Wide Range Achievement Test. This test provides a rough 
indication of educational achievement in spelling, word reading 
and mathematics. It is a quick method of estimating the 
examinee's general level of ability and educational background. 

D. Wide Range Interest-Opinion Test. This test provides 
scores in 25 separate areas. Eighteen scores are related to 
occupational interests over a broad spectrum of job areas. The 
other seven scores indicate attitudes about vocational 
preferences. 

E. Minnesota Multiphasic Personality Inventory. This test is 
oriented towards abnormal, rather than normal, groups and is 
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designed to differentiate between them* There seems to be some 
doubt that it does this .very effectively. It is rather lengthy 
tor use as a screening test* The profile based on the' separate 
scale scores provides a good deal of material for 
interpretation by a qualified psychologist* 

F. Talent Assessment Profile* This series of ten action 
oriented tests is designed to measure the individual's 
aptitudes in areas related to career selection* This is a 
relatively new test* 

III* Non-standardized Tests Used* A sentence completion test, 
derived from combining elements of several standardized sentence 
completion tests, is used to discover attitudes and interests of the 
inmates* Since the test is not standardized, interpretation is 
subjective, and should only be attempted by a trained psychologist*

of ph-'losophy and purpose which expresses the ^beliefs, concepts, 
and attitudes of that department as to why it was established and 
continues to operate. 

B. Review and re-evaluation of the Education Department's philosophy 
and purpose is made by the administration, faculty, and other 
correctional officials at 'least annually to determine if the 
philosophy and purpose are being fulfilled and if modifications 
need to be made. 

C. The Education Department of the institution has an appropriate 
publication which reflects accurately the institutional statement 
of ^educational philosophy and purpose and the means by which this 
is to be achieved. 

D. TKe Education Department of the institution has a published 
description of each of the educational services available to the 
inmate population-. 

IK ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 

A. The Education Department of the institution has a published 
organization chart available on request. 

B. The institution's Education Department has departmental policy 
manuals readily available; these are reviewed at least annually 
to evaluate their effectiveness and any need for revision* 

C. Education Department staff meetings are held on a regular basis. 

D. A written statement of the dutues and responsibilities of each 
member of the educational staff is available. 

IIL EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS 

A. A statement of purpose and objectives for each specific education 
program is maintained; this statement is reviewed and if necessary 
revised at least annually. 

B. Written admission standards are established for each educational 
program. 

». 

C. Acceptable student/teacher rations are established for each of the 
educational programs based on the type program, the size of the 
instructional area, and the behavioral characteristics of the 
student. 

D. A publication which briefly explains each educational program 
offered in the institution that is available to the inmate 
population.

E. Records showing the progress of the individual students are 
maintained and made a part of his permanent files* 

F. Periodic evaluation of students is made with regard to their

6* Daily lesson plans are utilized in all instructional programs; 
lesson plans are retained for at least a six month period. 

H. A periodic evaluation process to assess overall program 
effectiveness is established for each educational program. 

L Specific occupational programs are reviewed periodically to 

assure that practices and equipment utilized conform to the needs 
and standards of business and industry. 

J. New inmates to the institution are provided with information 
about the educational programs. 

IV. FINANCIAL RESOURCES 

A. Budget Preparation and Control 

1. The institution has an educational budget based upon the 
scope, objectives, and purpose of the educational programs. 

2. Budget development at the institution is directly related to 
the estimated number of students to be served. 

3. There is evidence of line staff involvement in the development 
procedures of the institutional educational budget. 

4. The institutional educatinal buuget will contain sufficient 
major categories that will insure distribution of funds for 
the administration, instructional program, maintenance of 
equipment, and supplies.

D. There is adequate opportunity for Education Department staff to 
inter-change ideas with i the department as well as with the 
institutional administi .*rion. 

PHYSICAL FACILITIES ^ 

A. The buildings and facilities of the Education Department are 
designed and arranged to contribute to the achievement of 
education program objectives. 

B. The Education Department facilities include adequate space and 
utilities in classrooms, laboratories, and shop areas to provide 
safe, orderly instruction for current educational programs. 

C. Non-instructional areas, including storage and maintenance areas, 
rest-rooms, offices and lounges, shall be adequate for the number 
of students and staff using such areas. 

D. The education area is of sufficient size to permit orderly growth 
and expansion over a period of time.

VII • EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES 

A. Proper equipment and adequate supplies are available to support 
the institutional educational program. 

B. . Funds are budgeted to provide equipment and supplies in accordance 

with accepted standards and at a level to assure quality education. 

C. Planning for new programs includes provisions for adequate 
materials and equipment to provide for proper skill development. 

D. The equipment for specific occupational programs represents the 
grade and type used by business and industry.' 

E. The budget includes funds to properly maintain equipment and 
replace obsolete equipment. 

F. All instructional equipment and supplies meet appropriate safety 
standards. 

6. There is a system of emergency purchasing which assures the 

acquisition of instructional supplies and the repair of equipment 
within a reasonable length of time so that continuous instruction 
can be maintained.

C. Where appropriate, members of the staff and administration and 
other levels of administrative control are involved in new

D. The Education Department's plan includes evidence that appropriate 
national, state, and local agencies have been included in the 

w 'mat ion of long range planning. 

E. fhe Education Department has provisions for periodic evaluation 
and modification of its long range plan. 

X. LEARNING RESOURCE CENTER 

A. The institution has a learning resource center. 

B. Adequate provisions exist in the budget for supplying and 
maintaining the resource center. 

C. The learning resource center has sufficient materials to 
facilitate a multi-media approach to instruction. 

D. The Education Department has a plan for e^valuating the 
effectiveness of the learning resource cneter. 

XI. PLACEMENT AND FOLLOW-UP 

A. The Education Department faculty assists placement and follow-up 
personnel insecuring employment for students. 

B. Follow-up data Is made available to the faculty and is used to 
modify and update educational program content.
